CONTROL USE OF ELECTRICITY

Oity Oouncilmen Intend to Regulate the
Matter Hereafter.

PROVISIONS OF THE NEW ORDINANCE

City Eleelricinn to e Glven Absolute
Cantrol of BEverything Pertnin-
ini to the Use ol
the Fluld,

The neow geneva)l eiectrlo ordinance that
Las passed to e second teadinig by the city
council and soon becomes a law 18 attpact-
lng # good deal of Interest among the clti-
getin, It affects all users and dispeosers of
the elecirle carrent for commereial purposes,
and the private cltizen with & Tew Incan-
descont Hghts or an electric fan in hig house
han aa much luterest In It ns some of the
large companles, The ordinance glves abso-
lute control of all elettric wires In the city
to the new office of city electrician, which
the ordinance creates, Hervetofore there has
been no manner of control by the elty of
the electrical wites aad  Dbusihess exeopt
that conferred by the genernl ordinances
regulating puhblie utiliies. The owner of a
bullding counld wire It to sult himself, the
only  echeek at  all  placed upon  the
moet reckless and dangerous wirlng being the
riles of the Insumnpce companjes. Ryvery
membee of the couasdl and all of the I‘ll}-l

afffcera are fAvorable to the passage of the
new munielpal law  and {(t will updoubtedly
go through'at the hex® meeting, |

Soctlon 1 of the ordlianee declares that
no electrie eurrent shall be uséd for ilu-
minating purpokes, decorntion, power, eto.,
unless oll of the requirements of the ordi-
nance have first heen complied with, The |
first essentinl thing In these requirements |
Ia that all persong desiring to make use of |
electrie currents for the purposes stated shall
biefore doing any of the construction work
fllg with the city elecirlelan an application |
for o permit. This application must also be
accompanied with detalled plans showling all
of the work to be done, the manner of con-
struction and character of the material to
be used.  This applles to any alterations
thitt may be coutempluted o any bullding
thnt hus been previously wired.

The ety electriclan ls glven suprome power
In the matter of Inspection and to remove
any obstruoetlons that he may find to be in
the way of making such an Im'(-stlxnllun.f
Heo 18 permitted, If he deems it necessary, to
remave laths.  If the plans meet his ap- |
proval, he will {ssue a certificate of inspoc- |
tlon, which shall hold good for ome year.
The ardinance declares the use of the elec-
trie eurrent to he unlawful provious to such
Inspection and approval, or when the certifi-|
cates have boon rovoked, The electrician |
is, however, glven authority to lesue a tem-
porary permit for the use of the current
while the electrie plant is belng Installed.
A prellminary certificate of inspeotion may |
be fgsued, but before the current is turned on |
a second Inspectlon 18 roquired. Contractors |
whose plans c¢all for covering or concealing |
eleetrle wires are obliged to ghte the cliy
electrician ample notice In time to permit of
proper inspection, otherwise the eleotrician |
may tear out tho coverings and make the !
fnspections, the cost with the additional
penalty to be charged to the offending con- !
tractor, {

No pereon, econtractor or corporatlon is
permitted to set any poles or string any |
wires In any part of the clty for any pur-
peges connected with the use of electrlelty
In any way whatsoever without having first
alitained a wrliten permit from the clty
electrician. The application for such permit
shall state in detall the location of the
propesed lines and the purposes for which
they are to be used. The city electrician
reginlates, In fine, all matters in connection
with the use of electriclty. The ordinance
contalng a schedule of fees to be charged for
all fmspections and other work, and all fees
must be paid to the city clerk before a
certificate of Inspection cenn be  lesued,
These fees range from 21 {or one are light
and 26 cents for all additlonal llghts and §
cents apivce for all incandescent lnmps under
100 and 2 cents each for all additicmal
lamps.  No permit, however, cm be lssued
for incandescent lampe for a lesse amount
than §1. The charge for inspecting motors
and generators may reach $10, but the ordi-
nance specifics that it shall not he more
than that., For motors 61 one horsepower
the fixed charge is $1 and 25 cents for each
additionnl horgepower. Dynamos are rated
as motors, except where installed In connee-
tlon with lampa. Fan motors are rated as
Incandescent lamps. For outside consiruc-
tion the fee Is $1, with aa additlonal fee of
25 cents for ench pole spt. Permits for tem-
porary Installations are a'so $1, but vo such
permit shall be lssued for longer than thirty
daya. All relnspectiona are to be charged
at half of these rates, except isolated plants
and underground and overhead wiring, where
the fee Is fixed at $1. Offense agalmst the
ordinance lg characterized as a migsdemewnor
and with a penalty of not less than $10 nor
more than $100, or imprisonment not ex-
cecdlng thirty daye, or lioth,

All persons and corporatlons furnlshog
llght and power for commerclal purposes are
required to furnish on the first day of each
month a complete statement of the number
of lamps and all other electrical connee-
tions, glving the location of each. Failure
to do this !uvolves a severe penalty., The
council reserves the power to make addi-
tional rules and provislons from tlme to
tlme as neceesity requires,

WONAN SL’F_FRAGE RILLED

Towa House Crushes the Measure on First
Oonstlerhtion.

_—

LITTLE HOPE OF ITS RESURRECTION

Sapporters of llu‘l llam.. However, Are
Not Dscournged, but Claim
that They Wil Yet
Win Out,

DES MOINES, Feb 15.—(3pecial Tele-
gram.)—Woman suffrage was killed far the
present eesslon In the house today. The
suffraglste clalm that they had the neces
gary number of votes pledged to pass the
resolution, the roll call giving them 40 votes,
tho less than the constitutional majority,
but Ladd, the author of the resolution, hind
his vote recorded In the negative in order
that he might move a recotislderation, which
he did; and Poyd, who was pledged to the
fheasure, waa absent o account of slekness.
With these two votes the measure would
have exactly the number to earry. The sul
fragisis hope, when the recomalderaticer 1s
had, they will hold thelr forces in line and
pasa tho resolution. Thelr opponents say
the measurs capmot pase, It 18 generally
necepted as dead for the sesalon, The
women of the lobby took defeat good
naturedly.

The Des Moce primary elections bill was
defeated, 60 to 44, It provided that any
Judge at a primary might adminigter an
vath to a voter and question him to deter-
mine If he wans entitled to vote. The meas-
ure was backed by the Shermam faction and
the Polk county delegation, but was defeated
heeavse ft waa considered too palpable an
interference in n mundeipal camprlgn In the
capital eity. Several speeches were made oo
it and €arr of Polk moved a reconsideration
and will bring it up again,

In the senate Hurst'a bill to provide for
bettor suppreesion of the thistle prat was
passed. It glves supervisors power to cut
thistles on lands of resldents and non-resi-
dents allke. The old law only allowed this
as to von-residents. MoIntyre's bill to pre-
vent supervicors coatracting persotially with
thoir eountica for enpplies, ete.spassed, The
houso bl to prevent adulteration of linseed
oll was made n special order for Thursday,
The Emmert bill for Inspecticet of cattle
Jmported Into the state, (o prevent tubereu-
losls whe discussed at length. Lothrop of-
fered an amendment to except cattle brought
into stock yarda for markethi, where the
United tates government has Ipspectors nd-
ready established, The amendment was un-
der conelderaticnn at adjournment,

While
womoe people are alrondy discussing tho ox-
tent of the sentences, others regard the ac-
quitial of the defendanta as certaln, as it
I evideat the court is decoming more fas
vorably disposed toward M. Zola.

The preelding Judge today disallowed the
requeat of counsel for M. Zola thit the ex-
ports heard at the Hsiorhaey court-martial
should be called to testify.

General Gooad reappearcd on the witness
stand and profested against the assortion
mude by M. Jaures, the sochllst députy, on
Saturday last, that the general's staff had
refueed to enllghten the Dreyfue affalr,

M. Crepiix Janin, n hindwriting expert,
atrenuotsly denled that he had attempted to
briba M, Teyssonleres 10 modify hLis reporis
of the Dreyfus hordereau,

M. Texssrninierva, M, Crepleux Jandn aidded,

had declared that it was on his (Teyason-
nierea’) report alcme, and not on M. Ber-
tillen's. on which Dreyfus was convieted,

This statement cansed a sensation, M, Janin
added that it was becavse M. Teyssonnlores
wis eougey with the witness for not sharing
s opinton In regard to the Droyfus case
that he tried to compromdse the matter,
The witness further snld he followed the
profession of a dentist, mot that of dn ex-
pert 1o handwrlting.
FAQ SIMILES ARE EXACT.

Director Meyer of the FPrench record office
deelarod that the published fac similes of
the horderean were a8 exact as posaible, and
he thought that General Pelllenx’s eontens-
tion that the fac slmllva lonked ke forgeries
Wis b oxaggeratics,  Witness ndmitted that
he had acted wrongly o entrust’og the ex-
amination of the borderenu to M. Bertilon,
who, he nsgserted, had acted in a manner
devoid of all eense, M, Meyer sald that the
handwriting of Major Eeterhuzy resembled

that of the bordéreau.
M. Laborie then usked perinlesion to ex-
aming the experts, Courard, Belhome and

Viavlmard, but the court refused the request.

Prof, Brnest Moulinier of the College of
France tesafled that Msjor Esterhozy's
handwriting absolutely resembled that of the
borderenn

M. Clemenceau, counsel for the Aurore,
read 1ettera from Mme, de Boulgncey, ad-
mitting the poasession of letters which

Major Esterhazy wrote her between 1881 and
1804, and contaln'og serious anlmaldversions
of Frunve and the French army, M, Clom-
vieeau urged the court Lo appoint o magis-
triate to ask Mme, de Houlanvey if arnor
the Tetters there was not one containing
the following expressiona:

Firstly—Geneocal Saussier (then come-
mander In chiet of the PFrench army, and
miltary governor of Paris) is a clown. In
alir country the Germans woinld not show
Oim in o cireus. (Uproar in court.)

Secondly —If the Prussings gol as far as
Lyons they might throw away their guns

anid keep only thelr vlding whips to drive the
French In feont of them. (Prolonged sensa-
tion.)

Three amateur experis In handwriting
teatifled thot the fac simlle was an exact re-
praduction of Major Esterhazy's handwriting;
a gtatement which coaused further scasation
in court,

M. Felix Frank, a lawyer of Brussels, tes-
tified that In ocder to demonstrate his evi-
dence It would be necessary to have a black-
board, and that It would require an hour
to demonsirate his theory.

Amld an uproar In court, the sesslon was
suspended while a blackboard was procured
and placed on an cazel, after which M, Frank
traced on the blackboard a faz elmile of
the Bordercau and of Major Esterhazy's
I:I'uualw:'itlug. and commenced his demonstra-
tion.

DEMONSTRATES HIS THEORY.

M. Frank made some long technical demon-

stratlons, and sald: “The majority of the

experts started on the falge idea that the
welter of the Bordercan letters had dls-
guised his  bhandwriting, The Bordereau

letter, however, was written natueally amd
in a runnltig hand, which Is ldentical with
that of Major Esterhazy. The latter (Major
Esterbazy),” continued the witness, *'had
recognized the Bordereau letter as belng his
own handwriting, but had declared it had
been teaced by a forger.”

M. Frank proceeded to technleally demon-
Etrate the improbability of this explanation,
ehowing how recurring words presented cer-
tain divergences,

The lengthy demonstration of the witness
catsed some impatience on the part of the
public In court, culminating In open mur-
murs when M. Frank afirmed that the Bor-
derean was written by one person alone,
and added that this perscn was Major Ester-
hazy. Apnoyed at the murmurs, M, Frank
turned and erled: *@ Intepded to end here,
but since 1 am interrupted 1 will continue.”

The presiding judge removked: 0 will
nsk vou to use diferent language than that
whicli ls discourteous.”"

M, Laborio thereupon intervened, asking
the presiding judge to order silence in the
court, pointing ont that the lawyers were
following the evidence with the clofest at-
tention,

“I am convinced,” M. TFrank rveaumed,
“that the writer of the Bordereau has i
German mind.” The witness coneluded with
predicting that some day It would be recog-
nized that the hordercan was not writtep by
Iireyfus, which remark was greeted with
murmurs.

The blackhoard was then removed and
Prof. Grimand of the polytechnie sehool de-
posid that he signed the protests agalnst
the conduct of the Dreyfus affuir becauss he
was cobvineed that respect for law, nonor
and the tatherland wne lovolved, The whole
procedure struck this witness a8 being ox-
traordinary. He added: *“In aplte of the
disguised threats and acte of Intimidation
of which 1 have heen Lhe victhm | here aflirm
